the best ways of handling their land 
and what they learned was from their 
own experience, but we have today 
agricultural economic science which ex 
tends to the people in farming occupa- 
tions in thir individual and collective 
efforts to produce and participate in 
the economic life of the community and 
province. Yet the Weed Control and 
Soil Conservation is as grave as ever, 
and the Boarg like many other author- 
ities, ase turning towards Chemical 

‘Weed Control, purchase of the product 
24D through the Field Supervisor or 
the Municipal District Office at at- 
traetive pricee should encourage the 
farmers to consider Spray equipment 
as part and parcel of their farming 
machinery. 

The Service board has endeavored t 
acquaint the people with better farm- 
ing methods and the pitfalls of poor 
and adverse conditions of farming 
through the National Film Board Cir- 
cuit but the desired results were not 
evident and the amourt of money spent 
for this service did: not prove well 
apent. Purchase of a-camera and slide 
projector so that our own local condi- 
tions can be portrayed has been made 
up and it is hoped thgt much value 
will be received, 

Constructive and other opinions 
have come to the attention of the Ser- 
vice Board and the Board itself has 
not been positive on all the undertak- 
ings during the three years past but 
with the assistance of the Department 
of Agriculture and the close co-opera- 
tion of the District Agriculturalist and 
the enthusiastic efforts of the Field 
Supervisor in developing and imple- 
menting tried policies we are hopeful 
that the Service Board wil continue to 
function as it is now evident that Ag- 
riculture has become a highly speciali- 

. ged with widely ramified series of oc- 
cupation based upon direct or indirect 
products of the soil, enhanced by the 
contribution of science, stabalized by 
the demands of life and made profit- 
able by modern business methods.

IF PRICES KEEP GOING UP 

Maybe it’s a sound idea, but just the same the suggestion 
by the Federal Government that if prices keep going up tax- 
es will have to be increased, sounds just at little strange. 

John Bird in his despatch to the Edmonton Journal 
makes the statement that: “One important factor is the need 
to keep prices down as far as possible. New price rises are 
showing up here and there all over the lot in the Canadian 
economy. Price control is not yet in sight. But the government 
wish to “drain off” as much public spending power as pos- 
sible in order to prevent an inflationary spiral of price rises. 
The answer to this is taxation.’ 

We must admit we are a little dubious 'in this connection. 
Perhaps we haven't heard the whole ‘story, but so far as we 
can gather from local merchants, the general public is de- 
veloping quite a bit of sales resistance, and the Dye so . 

eneral is that the su of goods is well up to the demand. 
We can St detehen EY the supply is small and the de- 
mand is great, that manufacturers and dealers may be inclin- 
ed to take advantage of the’ favorable market situation to 
play the consumer “for all he is worth”. Under such con- 
ditions we have a surplus of purchasing power over the’ avail- 
able supply. When the supply of goods catches up to the de- 
mand, the situation is altered, and high prices, if they exist 
are based on other circumstances. Cost of operation features 
greatly in this latter case, and increased taxation, whether on 
private incomes or on corporations, will most assuredly act 
to increase production costs. 

Our current epidemic of price raises have apparently 
been the result of a sort of see-saw between industry and 
labor, with each leading on occasions. Each rise ‘of prices 
brings a demand for higher wages, and each demand for 
wage increases brings higher costs and higher prices. It’s like 
a car that runs wild and swings from side to side of the road 
as its driver tries to bring it under control. 

Just what higher income and corporation taxes can do 
to work out a solution for the situation we cannot for the life 
of us see, 

The only “unless” abdiit the whole situation is that a 
really rigorous war production program is in the close off- 
ing that will put our civilian production so severely out of 
gear that goods shortages will again be felt. In such case we 
will have to increase taxation for war purposes . . . but we 
firmly believe that in’ such a'case the government shouid 
embark on a price control plan, and should they wish to pick 
up cash othen than that actually needed for government ex" 
penditure should use the “compulsory saving systém used 
during the last war. 

We are definitely against taxation, as such, as a means of 
picking up surplus purchasing power.

Very sel- 
dom do we stop to think that, between 
Confederation and the year 1946, we 
have been in this uncomfortable posi- 
tion almost half the time. We don’t re- 
member that it wasn’t our trade, but 
generous borrowing from outsiders.

This is a cheery note for after-dinner 
speakers.

_ Isn't that somewhat reminiscent of 
our own situation? Don’t we neeq the 
same sort of venture capital to help us 
develop the natural resources that will 
one day more than balance our foreign 
trade commitments?

Any con 
trol of exchange suggests economy 
rather than daring, and must be dis- 
couraging to venture capital seeking 
profitable employment. Yet what is 
wrong with the pattern of development 
set by our great neighbor and why 
shouldn't we release controls suffic- 
lently to encourage the inflow of funds 
to help develop and fabricate mater- 
fals the world needs? 

There are two arguments against 
this course, both sound in themselves. 
Yet one offsets the other. It is urged 
that a large influx of venture capital 
would lead to competitive bidding for 
an already largely employed § inthor 
force, resulting in serious dislocai.oa 
of existing operations. That is not 
open to dispute. But it is also argued 
that if we opened our doors wider and 
admitted more workers we might de- 
press the labor market.: Mightn’t we 
avoid both dangers by following both 
courses? By interesting new capital, 
and new labor, would we not provide 
more citizens at home to make foreign 
trade less imperative, and producing 
more, atid more varieq exportable 
goods, might we not, at the same time, 
turn that foreign trade to our advan- 
tage? It is a matter of‘ boldly selling or 
cAutiously saving. 


The Demand - 
For Water 


Water, the most abundant liquid on 
earth, queerly enough seems today to 
be in great demand, 

The problem is pointed up in dry se. 
sons by the way cities such as New 
York have to clamp water restrictions 
on their citizens because of shortages. 


One of the curious features of this 
enormously-growing demand for fresh, 
unpolluted water supplies is the par- 
allel expansion in conservation work. 

Thus modern man, who spent hund- 
reds of millions in money ang eff rt 
laboriously clearing the lana of its 
trees and swamps, now is spending as 
many millions more in replacing them 
in water-conservation projects. By 
holding the water in the land these aiso 
are helping in curbing disastrovs 


spring floods and producing an even, 


year-round flow.. 

In Canada, many cities have curtalil- 
ed hose-using hours to halt the indis- 
criminate sprinkling of lawns during 
the times industries are largely draw- 
ifig from the city- supplies. 


It all adds up to a notable decline in 
the water table—the underlying liquid 
reserve below the earth's surface. Re- 
cently many,centres depending on ar- 
tesian wells for water have found it 
necessary to go deeper and deeper ‘ia 
their search for abundant supplies. 

One of the factors aggravating the 
situation is that city dwellers have al- 
ways been notoriously careless in their 
wastage ef water. It usually is a mat- 
ter of months before that leaky faucet 
is fixed. 

Farmers, on the other hand, have 
haq to be cmreful.’'No careless running 
from: the taps for them—in fact, for 
most of them, no taps! 

Perhaps that is the crux of the pro- 
blem. It takes a._pump handle to edu- 
cate people to the fact that water, like 
+most of the necessities of life, comes 

from’ the earth.

This could 
entail such things as more taxation for 
defencé purposes, the possible return of 
controls if necessary and the mobiliza- 
tion of industry to a partial or even 
full wartime footing.

Results Of Cobalt 


Cobalt is a mineral element now 


deficient areas have been established 
in Australia, Florida, and parts of the 
North-eastern United States. 


In 1942, the University of Alberta re 
ported on the use of cobalt chloride fea 
in solution to sheep for the prevention 
of a deficiency condition, as some of 
the hay and grains commonly-used in 
sheep rations in that region were found 
to be low in cobalt. A cobaltiged salt 
mixture containing 4 ounces of cobalt 
chloride per ton of salt provided suffi- 
cient cobalt intake to maintain the 
ewes in as satisfactory a condition as 
when larger amounts were administer- 
ed in. solution. 

During the winters of 1948-49 ‘and 
1949-60 a 40-milligram capsule of co- 
balt chloride was administered at this 
Station tq each of 28 pregnant ewes 


bi-weekly from Gok nik od tnd td ' 
ing sedson until lambing. A age of 
23 ewes was carriéd during each winter 
for control. No. significant differences 
were found in winter weight losses of 
the ewes, condition of the ewes at lamb 
ing, or birth weights of lambs as a 
wonsequence of cobalt feeding. No le- 
gume hay was fed during the experi: | 
ment. 2 

Conflicting results were obtained in 
féeding supplemental cobalt to feedlot 
lambs on a non-leguminour ration. Dur 
ing the 1948-49 experiment the cobalt 
supplemented lambs made significantly 
greater gains than did the non-cobalt 
supplementea lambs. They maintained 
a better appetite for grain throughout 
the experiment and made 100 pounds 
gain on 19.5 percent less hay and 21.5 
percent less grain than did the non- 
supplemented group. However, the co 
balt-supplemented lambs in the 1949- 
50 experiment gained no more nor less 
than the non-cobalt supplemented 
group. These data would indicate that 
tenefits from cobalt-supplementation 
may not always be shown cven in areas 
where favorable results are sometimes 
obtained. Similar observations have 
been made in South Australia, where

VICTORIA, B.C;—British Columbia 

narcissus bulbs—lately regarded as a 
all-important eéastern 
buyers—now have.a clean. bill of 
health, thanks to entomologists of the 
federal department of agriculture. 

Bulb growers in the province, their 
livelihood seriously threatened by a 
bulb fly infection, are breathing easier 
since a fumigation treatment has lick- 
ed the scourage. 

The government “bug chasers” dis- 
covered that narcissus wutbe—tareas: 4 
ing daffodils—were being attacked poy 
a fly which killed the blooming power 
of the bulbs. Fly larvae burrowed into 
the bulb, rendering it flowerless. 

A ‘three-hour fumigation process 
with methyl bromide gas spelled the 
doom of the maggots, the entemolox 
gists reported.

Canada in family allowance payments 
since the Act came into effect five 


H. C. L. Gillman, Regional Director 
of Family Allowances, announced to- 
day that in those five years mothers 
in Alberta have received $91,219,369' in 
| family allowances. The average allow- 
ance per family in June of this year 
was $12.89 and the average allowance 
per child was $6.02, with 132,480 che- 
ques being mailed on belialf of 283,468 
children, This represents a net increase 
since last year of 16,099 children re- 
ceiving these allowances. 


Letters continue to come in to the 
various regional offices, gescribing the 
effect of these allowances. One was re- 
cently received from a family 
small village in Newfoundland. The 
parents had kept track of their first 
year's expenditures. The father wrote:

Poultry Range 
Suggestions 


Watch those pullets very carefully, 
advises F. J. Higginson, Acting Poul- 
try Commissioner, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. If they are show- 
ing signs of coming into production 
and maturing a little too quickly, close 
the mash hoppers during the day time 
and allow the birds access to them for 
about one hour in the morning and ‘n 
the evening. This practice will force 
the birds to eat more grain and pas- 
ture, which will result in perhaps a 
little slower but natural development, 
and will allow them to be well up to 
standard size and weight before coming 
into production. 

See that your range shelters are re- 
moved regularly to clean ground. This 
will avoid contamination and assist in 
disease control. Keep the range clipped 
short. Remember, the greatest feed 
value in any pasture is in the new 
growth. 

At this time, while the birds are stil! 
on the range, it’is advisable to care- 
fully check and prepare the laying

At the same time, officials of tie 
Poultry Branch advise flock owners 
that certain simple precautions should 
be taken to avoid the possibility of the 
infection spreading if the disease 
shoulg be present. 


Flock owners are advised not to im- 
port from infected areas any poultry 
or poultry products at the present time. 
Visitors should not be allowed on the 
premises occupied by poultry or in poul 
try buildings. Poultry flock owners 
should not visit the premises of other 
flock owners. It is suggested that a 
mat soaked with disinfectant be kept 
in a pan at the door of the poultry 
buildings ang at the entrance to the 
poultry yard or'run. Footwear can be 
disinfected before entering and after 
leaving the poultry premises. Adher- 
ence to simple precautions such as 
those mentioned above will be useful 
in preventing the spread of Nweastle 
Disease and will assigt in protecting 
the poultry industry of this Province. 


Poultry flock owners who detect any 
extraordinary conditions or symptoms 
in their poultry are requested to re- 
port the condition to officials of the 
Health of Animals Branch or to the 
Department of Agriculture. ,
